the Laws MOW in force, enjoining the Refidence of 
’ I 1 ; Spiritual Perfons on their Benefices, within that Part of the 

J { United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, called Ireland, 

have been found in fome Cafes inefficient, and the Proceedings 
thereon tedious and expenfive ; and it is expedient that more effectual 
Pruvifions Ihould be made for enforcing the Refidence of Spiritual Per- 
ftms on their Benefices, in that Part of the faid United Kingdom called 
Ireland ; 

May it tlierefore pleafe Yout MAJESTY, 

That it may be Enaaed; anti it by the KlNO’s Mofl 

Excellent Majesty, bvand with the Advice and Confent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Tempoj^af, and Commons, in this prefent Parliament afTern-- 
'2 bled, and by the Authority of the lame, That in every Cafe iri which it 
ihall appear to any Biihop or Archbifhop of that Part of the United King- 
dom o{ Great Britain and Ireland, called Ireland, that any Spiritual Perfon 
havins^ or holding any Benefice, Donative, Perpetual Curacy, or Parochial 
Chapelrv, within, the Diocefe of luch Bilhop or Archbifhop refpedfively, 
havino- no lawful Caufe of Ablence from the lame, does not fufficiently 
refide on the fame refpe£fively, it fhall be lawful for fuch Bilhop or Arch- 
bifliop to iffue or cauie to.be iffued a Monition to fuch Spiritual Perfon, 
forthwith to proceed to and refide thereon and perform the Duties theieof, 
and to make a Return to fuch Monition within a certain Number of Days 
after the iffuing thereof, lb as that in every fuch Cafe there fliall ^ • 

Days between the time of delivering Rich Monition to fuch S.pi- 
ritual Perfon, or leaving the fame at his then ufual or laR Place of Abode, 
3 or if not there to 'be found, or if he lhall be abfent from the Diocefe, with 
the officiating h<Imtfter .or one of the Churchwardens, and alfo at the 
I-Ioufe of Refidence (if any fuch there be) belonging to fuch Benefice,

m every Cafe where no fuch Return fliall be made, or where fuch Return 
(hall not ftate fuch Reafons as lhall be deemed fatisfeaory by fuch Bifliop 
or Archbilliop, for the Noiirefidence of the Spiritual Perfon to whom fuch 
Monition fliall haye been lent as aforefaid, or where the lame or any of 
the Fafls contained therein fliall not be fo verified on Oath as aforefaid,

And to .the Intent effectually, to ti\(oiZQ bondjid'e Refidence, according 
to the Intent and Meaning of fuch Monitions and Orders as aforefaid ; 
J3E it further Enadfed, That if any Spiritual Peribn having no lawful Caufe 
• of Abfcnce .from his Benefice, Donative, Perpetual Curacy, or Parochial 
Chapelry, who after fuch Monition -or Order as aforefaid, requiring his 
Refidence,' and before or after any fuch.Sequeftration as aforefaid, ffiail in 
Obedience to fuch Monition or. Order, have begun to refide upon his 
Benefice, Donative, Perpetual Curacy, or ParochialChapelry, ffiall afterwards 
and before the Expiration of. next after the Commence-

And be it further 'Enafled, That if -any Spiritual Perfon fhall contiime 
under anv Sequeftration made under the Provifions of this Adi for Non- 
attendance for the Space of or fhall under the 

Provifions of this Adi incur ' Sequeftrations in the faid Space of 

-not being relieved with relpedi: to any of fuch 
Sequefirationsupon Appeal, the Benefice, Donative, Perpetual Curacy, or 
Parochial Chapelry, in relation to Nonrefidence upon which fuch Se- 
queftrations fhall have been made, fnall become ipfo faflo void, and the 
Patron entitled to prefent or nominate fome Clerk thereto, other than 
the Clerk who fiiall have fo continued under fuch Sequeftration or Se- 
queftrations, as if the fame had been avoided by the natural Death or 
Rclignatioii of the Party, 

And be it further Enadted, That all Contradls and Agreements made 15 
after for the letting uf Houfes of Refidence, or

Aa contained, in relation to Refidence, or to any other Matters or Things 
relating thereto, lliall extend and be deemed and conftrued to^ extend to 
all Dignities, Prebends, Benefices, Donations, Perpetual Curacies, -and all 
Parochial Chapelries, exempt as well as not exempt, and all Peculiars, as 
, 7 fully and amply to all Intents and Purpofes, as the fame had been and 
were in this A6t particularly mentioned and fpecified, any thing in any Act 
or A61s, Law or Laws, to the contrary thereof notwithftandmg.. 

And be it further Enaaed, That every Archbilhop, Bilhop, and Arch- Thejmif- 
deacon, within the Limits of whofe Province, Diocele, or Junfliaion re- 
fpeaively, any Dignity, Benefice, Donative, Perpetual Curacy, or Parochial 
Chapelry rcfpeaivelyj exempt or peculiar, lhall be locally fituate, lhall 
have, ufe, and exercife all the Powers and Authorities neceffary for the due 
execution by them refpeaively of the Provifions and Purpofes of ‘Ins 
and for enforcing the fame with regard thereto refpeaively, as fuch Aich- 
bilhop, Bilhop, and Archdeacon refpeaively would have uled exer- 
eifed if the fame were not exempt or peculiar, but were fubjea m all 
aS Refpeas to the Jurifdiaion of fuch Archbilhop, Bifliop, or Archdeacon ;
